DEAL ON DIRECTORS 
OR MISSOURI LIFE 


Kentucky Stockholders’ Agree- 


agement, Nardin Says. 


There is no apparent bearing on 
the affairs of Missouri State Life 


Insurance Co. in the agreement 


reached at Louisville early today 
over the election of directors of the 
company, says William T. Nardin, 
president. The agreement was 
reached in a protracted directors’ 
meeting of the Kentucky Home 
Life Insurdnce Co., which owns 
29.5 per cent of the stock of Mis- 
souri State Life. 

Kentucky Home Life is owned 
outright by interests of Julius H. 
Barnes of New York, chairman of 
the board of Missouri State Life. 
However, directors of Kentucky 
Home Life, who will serve until 
late next month, are unfriendly to 
the Barnes group. Missouri State 
Life directors will be chosen Jan. 
17. 

The agreement at Louisville is that 
the Barnes group will name two of 
the 13 directors of Missouri State 
Life, while Mayor William B. Harri- 
son of Louisville, president of Ken- 
tucky Home Life, and State Auditor 
J. Dan Talbott of Kentucky, who 
has charge of insurance companies 
for the State, will name four. If it 
should be held that Kentucky Home 
Life is entitled to name more than 
these six directors of the St. Louis 
concern, Lewis Guthrie, secretary- 
treasurer of the Louisville com- 
pany, will choose them. The agree- 
ment was announced by Harrison. 
James A. Reed of Kansas City, 
farmer Senator, represented the 
Barnes group in the meeting. 
Nardin does not expect the re- 
sult will cause any change in the 
management of Missouri State 


‘Life. ‘Talbott recently demanded 


that the Missouri State Life rescind 
its guarantee of an $800,000 loan by 
three St. Louis banks to the Barnes 
interests, used in acquiring control 
of Kentucky Home Life.

Howard Scott Issues Statement to Clear “Mis- 
conceptions” as to the Survey Being 
Made by Engineering Group.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Technoc- 
racy envisages neither “dictator- 
ship by the technician” nor “a so- 
viet of the engineer,” one ‘of its 
chief proponents, Howard Scott 
explains. In a statement designed 
to “eliminate certain misconcep- 
tions” about the group and its 1 * 
ries, Scott, who is directing the 
technocracy survey at Columbia 
University, said: 

“Technocracy wishes to state that 
it is a non-profit research organiza- 


+tion operating without salaries, and 


therefore not staffed or equipped to 
handle the deluge of inquiries con- 
cerning either its work or its social 
implications 
“The word ‘tecnnocracy,’ as rep- 
resentative of a new body of 
thought, means governance by 
science—social control through the 
power of technique—and as such 
has no connotations of dictatorship 
by the technician. or a soviet of the 
engineer. Technocracy is a new 
approach to social phenomena 
“Method of Scientific Procedure.” 
“Technocracy is a method 
of scientific procedure in operating 
a mechanism of a continental order 
of magnitude and not one of polit- 
ical partisanship based either on 
class antipathy or class dom- 
man ce. 
“Technocracy points out that the 
man labor hours per unit of pro- 
duction were highest a century ago 
on this continent and have since 
declined steadily to lower and low- 
er ratiés; that energy or power per 
capita and debt per capita were 
lowest a century ago, and have 
risen in a fluctuating but continu 
ally upward curve until they have 
reached a point where today on this 
continent they are the highest per 
capita of all time. 
“Technocracy . . . states that we 
are in the midst of social change 
and that the rate of social change 


is: proportional to the rate of sub- 
stitution of energy (mechnical pow- 
er) for man hours, Therefore, so- 
cial change is accelerating in time 
from this point of view. 
“No Cause for Gloom.“ : 

“Technocracy points out that this 
continent has no cause for gloom, 
or fear of chaos, but that we must 
face the inconvenience of change— 
that this continent today stands on 
the threshold of a new era of well- 
being; that is tosay, 4 more ef- 
ficient conversion of available en- 
ergy and an increase in total en- 
ergy converted, which makes pos- 
sible an increased standard of liv- 
ing. The high road to this new era 
can be one of orderly progression 
under technological control. 

“The North American continent is 
- « « the only area of such magni- 
tude—from the standpoint of geo- 
logic set-xfp, physical equipment, 
personnel, and the state of technical 
knowledge—competent and ready 
to progress into that new era. 

“The engineer and the technolo- 
gist of today are the only functional 
group in our present social struc- 
ture possessing both the knowledge 
and the capacity to direct this pro- 
gression in a sane and orderly fash- 
ion. 

reien Before the Nation. 

“Technocracy also wishes to 
point out that if the trends of the 
last century continue at their pres- 
ent rate of acceleration, this con- 
tinent, will shortly have to decide 
whether or not it is going to be- 
queath to its children of today and 
of the generations to come a still 
greater debt load and an ever-in- 
creasing unemployment, with the 
resultant of a steadily decreasing 
standard of living for all. 

Technotracy has set itself to the 
task of quantatively defining our 
social problems and is confident the 
thinking personnel of this continent 
will move in a constructive direc- 
tion.”

AN TO BAR WORK BY ALIENS 


ON U. 8. BUILDINGS APPROVED 


Comptroller-General Says They Can 
Be Excluded at Points 154 
Miles From Canada. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Plans 
of the Treasury to prohibit employ- 
ment of aliens in construction of 
public buildings within 154.7 miles 
of the Canadian border have been 
approved by Comptroller-General 
McCarl. 

McCarl ruled last night that the 
Treasury could properly insist that 
only American labor employed on 
the new postoffice building at Port- 
land, Me., and the Treasury a few 
days ago asked if this could not be 
applied to all buildings along the 
border. 

McCarl replied that there was 
nothing in law to prohibit the em- 
ployment of aliens on public build- 
ings, but that the Treasury could 
properly require in its specifications 
that only American citizens. or 
aliens with first papers be em- 
ployed as mechanics or laborers on 
public buildings near a border 
where the added employment was 
likely to bring about an influx of 
aliens. 

McCarl set the distance at 154.7 
miles from the border because Port- 
land, Me., is that distance from the 
Canadian line, and he held that the 
rule should not be -applied further 
away without especial permission. 


~ BUILDING CONTRACTS DECLINE 


Awards in 37 States for 15 Days of 
December.

TO SAVE LAPLAND 


FROM CIVILIZA TION fs 


Dr. Axel Munthe, Makes Re 
oan: Gives $18,000 for 
Blind, Laplanders, Animals.

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 23.—“Do not 
force upon Laplanders the doubtful 
blessing of civilization and the evil 
eye of obtrusive tourists,” is the 
substance of a plea urged upon 
King Gustav by Axel Munthe, 
physician and writer, who has 
asked the King to administer a 
fund for the benefit of the blind, 
Laplanders and animals. 

Dr. Munthe, who was. personal 
friend as well as physician to the 
late Queen Victoria of Sweden, 
wrote to the King from Capri that 
he wished to give the proceeds of 
his book, “The Story of San 
Michele,“ in the Queen's memory to 
be used for the three purposes. 

The King having accepted admin- 
istration’ of the fund, Dr. Munthe 
has sent him 100,000 kronor (about 
$18,000) as the first instalment. It 
was in a letter accompanying the 
money that Dr. Munthe urged the 
Laplanders be protected from civil- 
ization. 

The physician also said he would 
like to write another book if. there- 
by food could be provided for all 
the birds which ordinarily famish 
in Sweden in the winter.

Minister of War Honors ‘late Pres- 


TOKIO, Dec. 23.—Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt Sr. visited in Tokio to- 
day when on the way to Manila. 
Japanese leaders took occasion to 
stress Japan’s veneration for the 
late President and its gratitude for 
his efforts toward Japanese-Amer- 
ican friendship and his understand- 
ing of Japan’s problems. 

The nation’s spokesman was Gen. 
Sadao Araki, Minister of War, who 
was guest at a luncheon which Am- 
bassador and Mrs. Joseph C. Grew 
gave at the embassy in honor of 
the President's widow. The Pre- 
mier, Viscount Makoto Saito, the 
Foreign Minister, Count Yasuya 
Uchida, and the naval minister, 
Admiral Keisuke Okada, also were 
present. 

The war minister, in a long con- 
versation with Mrs. Roosevelt, 
praised her husband and referred 
with sympathy to the soldier's 
death of her son, Quentin, in 
France. 

After spending the day in Tokio 
Mrs. Roosevelt returned to Yoko- 
hama, re-embarked on the S. 8. 
President Madison and continued 
her voyage to Manila to join her 
son, Governor-General Theodore 
Roosevelt of the Philippines.

Some light on how the division 
of earnings plan to turn street 
railways and busses ‘over to the 
city would work out was given in 
a memorandum submitted to the 
city by representatives of a secur- 
ity- holders’ committee of the Pub- 
lic Service Co. 

At a meeting last webk of u con- 
ference committee composed of 
three representatives of the secur- 
ities group and three from the 
city’s Joint Transportation Com- 
mittee only a rather nebulous out- 
line of the plan was presented, but 
it was suggested, in general, that 


the property be turned over to the 


city unincumbered and that the 
city pay the company for a term 
‘of years a share of the annual 
earnings above direct 
expense. . 

What percentage of earnings the 
company would expect to receive 
and for how long a time were ques- 
tions not answered at the meeting. 
The city representatives asked for 
more information. 

Bus Lines Included. 

The memorandum subimitted to- 
day is an analysis of the distribu- 
tion of the combined earnings for 
the last eight years of the Public 


Service Co. and the People’s Mo- 


torbus Co., and although it was not 
presented in the form of an offer 
it may be viewed as expressing the 
terms on which the representatives 
of the security holders would be 
glad to trade. 

The bus company is included in 
the calculations because the city’s 
transportation committee has tak- 
en the stand that in carrying out 
the policy of municipal ownership 
the city ‘should have a complete 
city-wide system. 

The memorandum shows the 
companies in the past have re- 
ceived for their return, averaging 
results of the last eight years, 59.7 
per cent of the earnings; the city 
has received in the form of taxes, 
25.4 per cent, and there has gone 
back into the ‘property for re- 
newals, replacements and better- 
ment, 14.9 per cent. 

What Company Would Expect. 

This bears out the impression 
given at the meeting last week that 
the company would ezpect between 
60 and 65 per cent of the earnings.

| HE remarks of the general sales man- 

T ager of Peoria, urging us to “Buy 
American,” are reminiscent of an old G. 
O. P. doctrine that not even the hard 
times of today have been able to rout. 
The idea that we are financially worse 
off to buy a rug from a foreign country 
at 69 cents when we would have to pay 
$9 at home for the same rug is as old 
as · the protectionist theory of the tariff. 
The $8.31 that we would save by the 
transaction is not thrown away, as the 
implication seems to be. Unless one is 
hyper-nationalistic, he well might spend 
the remainder for other goods, and thus 
_enhance his general standard of living. 
And there is another point. If enough 
people buy rugs from this same foreign 
country, then the company for which the 
general sales manager works may be able 
to sell to that country. 

But if we resolutely refuse to buy from 
abroad, we will have neither the profit 
that would come to us from such a 
course by purchasing articles more 
cheaply, nor the profit that we could 
realize by selling to those outside of our 
national boundaries goods which by rea- 
gon of our natural resources or mechani- 
cal aptitudes we can produce more cheap- 
ly:than they. The argument of the gen- 
eral sales manager, carried to its ex- 
treme, would exclude from our markets 
all goods not manufactured within the 
United States.

Are We Constitution Slaves? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the greatest crisis of this nation, its 

leading statesman-poet wrote, “Man is 
more than constitutions.” He added:
